New Death-Dealers. 


The hews about an improved 
type’ of bullet from America,

The gitl was engaged to 
be married. 

The evidence of the girl was to 
tha effect that the accused lived 
next door to her, and sha had often 
visited his house- Her uncle was 
not acquainted with the defendant, — 
but sho had known bim for about a 
month. Intending to elope with 
the defendant, sha left home alone 
ae aie on the mornirg of Decem- 

Osth., taking with her a small 
Reine: and a little jewellery be- 
longing to herself, She sen for 
tho defendant by telephone from 
the Wea Shing matting shop in 
Des Voeux Koad West. and when 
be arrived at th a.m. told him that 
she kad run away of her own 
accord from home, and suggested 
that be take berto Canton to live 
there. Thedefendant urged her to 
returo kome and at first negatived 
tha proposal gp go to Canton, point- 
ing out the possibilty that she 

might be traced by ber urele; but 
evontualls’ hs comphed with 
the request, because she threaten. 
ed to take her life by jumpiag 
into the harbour. Defendant book- 
ed two siagl» second class railway 
tickets for Canton and took her 
across to Kowloon. Juat after she 
gad Ianded on the other sida, said 
the girl, sbe was stopped by her 
vacle's ricksha puller. 


The Law on the Matter: 


When asked by the Magistrate 
bow she disposed of the railway 
ticket, the girl said sbe tore it up 
in view of the failure of ber st- 
ltempt to rim away, 

In reply to Mr. “Woed as to what 
she was to do after reaching Caa- 
ton, the girl stated that she would 
live thero with tha accused, but 
later corrected herself and said the. 
defendant would then return to 
Hosskong. After a brief stay at 
Canton she would proceed to her 
village. 

At the conclusion cftbe evidence ~ 
Mr. Davidson guoted several cases 
in order to show’ that if a girl leaves 
ae pareats without any persuasion, 

Qucement or bandisbment held 
out by the defendant, though it is 
his movral duty to return the girl, 

yet bia not doing so is nut an in- 
tringement of the law. 

Lo crder' to Juuk into the cases 
yuoted by Mr. Davidson, bis Wor- 
ship reserved decision until Mon- 
das morning.
